Representatives cf orer 11,000 
ecroB of vineyard hare already eigned 
the agreement to fix a minimum price, 
and new Hats are coming in every day. 
Tulfl-e, Korn and Yolo county bavo 
Already given enbetantial evidence that 
they will join with Fresco county in this 
important movement, and it is believed 
that the Boutnern California dietricta 
will also appreciate the importance and 
necessity of tho proposition, and come in 
with the balance of tie producers of the 
Btftte. The movement will be greatly 
elrenglbened if they do so. 


The proposed organisation has the uni- 


versal approval aod support of the raisin 
growers of Fresno, and it only remains 
lor those ol other districts (o join in tbo 
compact to assure its success and to 
bring order aud fair profits cut of on 
industry in which disorder and uueatit- 
fic'.ory refiiilts now reign. Tho newejn- 
pereol the various dietrlcts can do much 
to bring alout the deeired organization,

If 
aft 10 thaw slowly and griulimlly by a 
ontnral chaiigo in tbo tompcrntnrfr and 
without staking them by moving them 
l»ut from place to place, they \vill 
omo out Round, for they will not decay 
whilo in their frozen fitnlo. Tho best 
liing lo do when it is found they have 
rozcn is to throw straw or hay over 
hem, whether thoy aro in bulk or in 
barrola, and thus delay tho thawing nnd 
iiako it iis gradual us possible. But tho 
incstion will still remain.
